Facebook has launched Instant Articles, en- 
abling media outlets to publish their stories 
directly to the social network. 

Nine big news publishers, including the 
New York Times, BuzzFeed and National 
Geographic, have signed on as launch part- 
ners. After months of rumors, Facebook be- 
gan hosting their news articles on its iPhone 
app on Wednesday. 

“As more people get their news on mobile 
devices, we want to make the experience fast- 
er and richer on Facebook,” product manager 
Michael Reckhow said. 

It’s a bit of an uneasy arrangement, with 
news outlets handing over some control to 
the Menlo Park, Calif, tech giant. In return, 
the publishers hope to grow their readership

and reach by increasing their presence on the 
world’s biggest social network. 

“We're participating in Instant Articles to 
explore ways of growing the number of Times 
users on Facebook, improving their experi- 
ence of our journalism and deepening their 
engagement,” said Mark Thompson, chief ex- 
ecutive of the New York Times Co. 

Facebook maintains that the platform was 
designed to keep publishers in charge of their 
content, brand experience and money-mak- 
ing opportunities. 

The company said Instant Articles uses the 


same technology used to display photos and 
videos quickly in the Facebook app, so articles 
load instantly, “as much as 10 times faster than 
the standard mobile web.” Instant Articles also 
includes a suite of interactive features. Readers 
can zoom in and explore high-resolution pho- 
tos by tilting their phones, watch auto-play vid- 
eos as they scroll through stories, explore inter- 
active maps, listen to audio captions, and like 
and comment on individual parts of an article. 

The other launch partners are NBC, the 
Atlantic, the Guardian, BBC News, Spiegel 
and Bild.

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Park District mulls drone ban

Drone operators may have one more layer of 
red tape to get through so they can fly the 
small unmanned aircraft over Chicago Park 
District property including harbors on the 
lakefront. 

During Wednesday’s meeting, a measure 
requiring drone operators to get a special 
city permit to fly the small unmanned air- 
craft over Park District property was intro- 
duced, only to be tabled for another month. 

The vote was postponed after board 
members questioned how the permitting 
process would work, who would approve 
the permits, how quickly approval would be 
granted and whether there would be any lo- 
cations drones would not be allowed.

The FAA tells users to stay away from 
buildings and populated events like concerts 
and sporting events, Hinkle said. Generally, 
the safest places to fly drones are at parks 
and wide open areas like the lakefront and 
Northerly Island, he said.

As5-year-old girl’s brutal beating death was 
one of five homicides reported citywide in the 
past week, according to a RedEye analysis of 
preliminary police data. 

Verna Tobicoe was found unconscious in 
a bathtub in South Chicago on Thursday, 
according to authorities, and the next day 
her death was ruled a homicide due to blunt 
force injuries. Prosecutors stated Tobicoe had 
lacerations in her liver and intestines as well as 
multiple skull fractures, in addition to bruising. 

Tobicoe’s stepmother has been charged with 
first-degree murder in connection with the in- 
cident. Tobicoe is the third child younger than 
10 to be killed in Chicago this year, according 
to RedEye data. 

Gunshot homicides were reported this 
week in Englewood and Greater Grand 
Crossing. The death of a woman in the Austin 
community was ruled a homicide by blunt 
force injuries. 

Thirteen homicides have been reported 
citywide so far this month.

M. Night Shyamalan adds 
distinct touch to Fox show

When he first tried to lure director M. Night 
Shyamalan to the TV series “Wayward Pines,” 
screenwriter Chad Hodge decided to bring the 
house. 

As a limited series, he noted to Shyamalan, 
each episode would allow for a degree of cin- 
ematic honing. There was plenty of source ma- 
terial—one novel written and more on the way. 
And the show’s mysteries would allow for the 
kind of narrative adventurousness for which 
Shyamalan is known. 

Hodge received a cheeky response. 

“He said, ‘As long as everyone in it isn’t al- 
ready dead, I’m in,” Hodge recalled, alluding 
to Shyamalan’s trademark reveal at the end of 
“The Sixth Sense.” 

There still will be plenty to puzzle over when 
Fox debuts the first of 10 “Pines” episodes 
Thursday. Starring Matt Dillon dike Shyama- 
lan, his TV debut) as a Secret Service agent far 
from home, “Wayward Pines” thrusts viewers 
into an Idaho hamlet where the cheer is forced 
and the behavior suspicious. 

With its small-town oddities, “Wayward

Pines” even calls to mind, at least for a little 
while, the cultish “Twin Peaks.” 

In the first episode, Dillon’s Ethan Burke is 
sent to find a missing colleague when he gets 
into a car accident near Wayward Pines. Ethan 
wanders into town, only to find himself hospi- 
talized against his will. When he breaks free, 
he has questions galore. 

Dillon’s character receives no help from the 
locals, who include a creepy nurse (Melissa Leo), 
a relentless teacher (Hope Davis), a mysterious 
bartender (Juliette Lewis) and a sneering, ice 
cream-loving sheriff (Ierrence Howard). 

But the show moves from “Twin Peaks”- 
esque as the episodes pile up. Instead, it’s series 
like “Lost,” “The Stepford Wives” and “The 
Twilight Zone” that reverberate. And then 
comes the real surprise—the mystery of the 
town is revealed only halfway through the sea- 
son, in a dramatic genre shift likely to be glee- 
fully received by some and reviled by others. 

“You never want to put that paradigm shift 
{a twist] at the very end because you want to 
live in the new world,” said Shyamalan, who di- 
rected the first episode and set the tone and re- 
cruited directors for the remaining nine. “And 
this allows me to live in that new world for the 
whole second half of a season.”
